holds his position and is qualified In all 
respects as a member of the national 
Reynolds held Wednesday in an opin- 
ion given in answer to a request of 
Governor Zimmerman regarding the 
adjutant general's status. 


The governor asked the. attorney 


general to give the military status of 
Adjutant Jmmell. in an effort to deter- 
mine whether he possesses the "requis- 
ite qualifications for appointment to 
the office." 


Mr. Reynolds' opinion that the ad- 


jutant general is a "dejurc" 
ofliccd, 


which means that he is a real officer of 
the National guard and qualified 
to 


hold office, and not a "dcfacto" officer, 
who holds the title, but is net qualified 
legally to possess it. 


NO DIRECT QUESTION. 


Although Governor Zimmerman did 


not ask directly for an opinion^as to 
whether 
Adjutant General Immell 


could be removed from the place, it 
was understood that in case apegal 
technicality could be uncovered {such 
a move would be made. 


"Under the national defense ,'act," 


Mr. Reynolds said, "the adjutant gen- 
eral also has the required qualifica- 
tions for the appointment."

It proposed to convert 
soldier's square into lots on which 
s,tore' buildings of uniform size and 
construction woulj be erected. Resi- 
dences on the not th tide of E. Law- 
rence-st, between X. Oneida and X. 
Morrison-sts, would be removed and 
a new soldier's square would be erect- 
ed, according to the plan.
